estate of a foreigner dying intestate and all persons interested 
in said estate under the laws of this Territory whether foreigners 
or not. .

Whereas, it is of the utmost importatice to the safety and well 
being of the people of this Territory, and particulatly those of 
the counties of Doña Ana and Lincoln, that a permanentzres-- 
ervation for these Indians be established ; ‘therefore, 

“Be it resolved, that we the Legislative ‘Assembly of the Ter- 
ritory of New Mexico, do hereby memorialize the Angress of” 
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the United States, to locate said Mesealero Apaches on a reser- 
vation, part of which shall include the south-west quarter of the 
military reservation of Fort Stanton, New Mexico, and the farm 
known as the “Tidemann Ranch.” 


Resolved, That the honorable the Secretary of the Territory 
be and. 1s hereby requested te forward certified copies of this 
memorial to the President of the United States, the hónorables 
the Secretary of the Interior and the Commissionér of Indian 
Affairs, and to honorable Jose M. Gallegos, our Delegate in 
Congress, and to ihe Chairmen of the Committees on Indian Af- 
fairs for the United States Senate and House of Representatives. 


II. 


MEMORIAL to the Honorable the Secretary of the Interior of the 
Government of the United States. 


Your memorialists the Legislative Assembly of the Territory of 
New Mexico respectfully represent, 


That the Jicarilla Apuches of the Cimarron, of that agency, 
have been for many years in perfect warfare against the people 
of the northern part of the Territory with respect to their depre- 
dations upon live stock and other property of citizens, which 
depredations amount during the last ten yems to many hun- 
dreds of thousands of dollars. They have been committed 
under pretext of peace, and most of them under the idea of gov- 
ernment protection. The agents of the Indians apparently con- 
sent to any injuries inflicted by them upon the citizens owing to 
the fidelity and the peaceful disposition they have. The Indians 
cannot keep the peace with such manner of government oyer 
them. 

The Utes of the same agency are also emboldened in commit- 


ting depredations upon the citizens, and like fhe Apaches require 
much attefion. 
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Your memorialists further represent that this is the conse- 
quence of keeping the Utes in the center of the most enterprising 
county in the Territory of New Mexico in the raising of stock, 
and that some change is indispensable to prevent disturbances. 

Your memorialists further recommend, that this band of Apa- 
ches be removed to the Tularosa reserve and be incorporated with 
the Apaches at that reservation, who are of the same tribe and 
speak the same dialect, and that the Utes of said agency be re- 
moved to the agency at Abiquiu, and that the agency at Cimar- 
ron be abolished.

Memorzrat to the Senate and House of Representatives of the 
United States in Congress Assembled. 


Your Memorialists, the Legislative Assembly of the Territory 
of New Mexico now im session Assembled in Santa Fé, most 
earnestly and respectfully memorialize your honorable bodies of 
the urgent necessity for immediate legislation iu reference to the 
measures necessary for the proper setlement of the Mexican and 
Spanish Land Grants in New Mexico dnd adjoining territories-— 
we believe that an act similar to the act of Congress passed 
March third, 1851, in regard to settlement of the Land Grants 
of California together with the following suggestions which we 
most respectfully beg to submit would prove wholesome and bene- 
ficial, in securing the furtherance of the ends of Justice. 

, The survey of all the grants confirmed to parties by the com- 


mission in conformity to the act above refered to, or otherwise, 


should be made by and at the expense of the Government-of the 
United States, for the reasons that fist: The United States, 
under the treaty of Guadalupe Hidalgo, assume the resposability 
of protecting those parties in their rights without extra charge:

second, because most of the claimants are people who have beén. 
reduced to poverty by Indian depredations and other losses and 
have not the means of paying for a survey, and third, because it 
is as much the interest of the United States to ascertain and de- 
termine what are public and what are private lands as it is to 
private parties and therefore all acts imposing the payment of 
survey of Mexican and Spanish grants upon the grant owners, 
should be repealed, parties who claims to hold titles to certain 
lands in New Mexico should be compelled by law to file within a 
certain time to be determined by congress, their petition for a 
confirmation of such land grants, and all lands. not claimed in- 
side of that period should by law be declured public lands. 


It would however be proper and necessary to provide measures 
for publishing such a law in both English and Spanish, to be 
distributod all over this territory, and copies posted in every 
precinet, there being very few of the perties interested who un- 
derstand the English language. 

That aside from the public mail in New Mexico there is very 
Title communication, and such extraordinary means of publishing 
a law concerning the most vital interests of our people appears 
no more than just and equitable. — 

Endless litigation will arise about the lands in New Mexico, if 
Congress dees not at an early day take the proper steps to quiet 
the titles to all lands covered by these grants. 

In the sale of lands under the proclamation of the president, 
dated May thirteenth, 1871, tracts of land have been sold which 
were held and inhabited for over one hundred years by parties 
and their ancestors, who are holding titles to those lands from 
the Spanish and Mexican Governments, and which lands the 
United States cannot claim as public lands. 

Wherefore, your memorialists very respectfully ask that an act 


“be passed by Congress providing for the establishment of a com- 


mission to investigate and deside upon the land grant matters in 
New Mexico and such parts of our adjoining territories as are 
covered by Spanish and Mexican land grants. 

And your memorialists as in duty bound will ever pray. 


Resolved, By the Senate of the Legislative Assembly of the 
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Territory of New Mexico, the House of Representatives concur- 
ing therein, That the honorable Secretary of the Territory be 
and is hereby required to have five hundred certified copies of 
this memorial printed, and that he send one copy to each his 
Excellency the President of the United States, to the honorable 
Secretary of the Interior, to the honorable Commissioner of the 
General Land Office, to the President of the Senate, to the 
Speaker of the House of Representatives, to the Chairman of 
Committee on Territories, Private Claims, Mines and Mining and 
Judiciary of the Senate and House of Representatives, and to 
each and every member of both Houses of Congress, to the Hon, 
J. B. Chaffee, to the Hon. R. C. McCormick and to the Hon.

Your memorialists, the Legislative Assembly of the Territory- 


of New Mexico, would respectfully call the attention of your hon- 
orable bodies to the present condition of the published laws of 
the said Territory of New Mexico. The compilation of laws 
which was published in the year one thousand eight hundred and 


sixty-five was hastily prepared and is in many respects imperfect, _ 


The edition is now exhausted. The several pamphlet editions of 
the laws adopted at the different sessions of the Assembly since 
the year 1865 have also been exhausted, and at its present ses- 
sion, this Legislative Assembly was unable to obtain for its own 
use a complete edition of the laws of the Territory. 
` In view of these facts your memorialists would earnestly pray 
for such action of your honorable bodies as will authorize and 
provide for a recompilation of the laws of this Territory. 

- Resolved, That the honorable Secretary of this Territory be 
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requested to furnish a certified copy of this memorial to the hoñ- 
President of the United States Senate, the honorable Speaker of 
the United States House of Representatives and the Delegate in 
Cangress from this Territory. 


V. 


MkEoRIaL, of the Legislative Assembly of New Mexico, now in 


session, to the honorable Senate and House of Representatives 
of the United States : 


Your memorialists, the Legislative Assembly of the Territory 
of New Mexico, now in session, most respectfully represent to 
your honorable body. 


That during the time that New Mexico was taken possession 
of by the United States, from that time our citizens cheerfully 
adopted the new government, declaring themselves citizens of 
the United States, and placing themseives- cheerfully under the 
protection of a government magnanimous and ilustrious ; Our 
citizens have always been faithful ta the government and from 
that time always ready to preserve the integrity of the institu- 
tions of the United States and support its constitution and defend 
the Nationa} integrity. 

Your memorialists represent to your honorable hodies that the 
Militia organized in New Mexica were ordered at all times to do 
drill duty as in actual service; at ane time on expeditions against 
hostile Indians, or whatever other service they were required to 
perform. 


“Your memorialists would refer you to the time of the rebellion; 
a large number of the citizens of New Mexico, were enlisted, 
and volunteered for active service in 1861, when the Texan 
troops attempted to invade and take possession of the Territory. 

Your memorialists represent to your honorable bodies that 
many regiments of militia were present at the battle of Valver~ 
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de, New Mexico, during the battle; many regiments had already 
been received as in the service of the United States, and as a 
matter of course with the right to enjoy the emoluments of a 
soldrer in the army. 


Your memorialists further represent that our citizens have 
never received any pay, recompense or emoluments for their ser- 
vices rendered. -~ > " 

Your memorialists further vepresent that an Adjutant General 
of Militia has been appointed in the Territory, for the purpose 
of regulating the claims of such individuals, and notwithstand- 
ing that each captain has sent hus ** Roll? lists and papers per- 
taining to each company, and notwithstanding that those who 
have acted as Adjutant Generals have received such documents 
and accounts claimed, we have never been able to obtain a final 
settlemt or satisfaction. 

The law that provides the payment to be made from the Ter- 
ritorial Funds, is impracticable to satisfy these payments; tke 
precarious condition of the territorial treasury is such, that it 1s 
not able to pay her own debt; much less to accumulate a surplus 
of five thousand dollars as provided by the law, to commence 
paying militia claims. 

Your memorilists further represent that we are informed that 
the greater part of the States and Territories under the flag of 
the United States, and under their magnanimity, have been paid, 
and that our citizens alone suffer and will suffer if the bene- 
volence of your honorable bodies does not devise means adequate 
to settle our just claims. 

Your memorialists desire that your honorables bodies pass a 
law obliging the Adjutant General of the militia in this territory 
to render his final accounts to the department to which it belongs, 
and if your honorable bodies should assist our elaims, that you 
create and bestow assistance of the government of the United 
States, for the purpose of paying all the militia companies of 
New Mexico that were received at Valverde, New Mexico, in 1861 
in the service of the United States. 

Your memorialists further represent that it is exclusively for 
the consideration of your honorable bodies to adopt our measures, 
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and that your memorislists have the utmost confidence in the 
wisdom of “your honorable bodies to prescribe the way to come 
to a final conclusion of this impertant subject. 

Your memorialists in the name of the people of New Mexico, 
raise our suplications te our magnanimous gevernment, as the 
source from which flows the blessing to the people; we are a 
people, respectful, faithful and obedient. 

Our love for our Institutions is engraved in our hearts with 
indelible characters, for this reason we appeal to your sense of 
justice, and your memorialists will ever pray, &c., 

Resolved, That the honorable the Secretary of the Territory 
is hereby réquested to transmit a copy of the foregoing memorial 
to the honorable President of the Senate and Speaker of the 
house of representatives of the Congress of the United States, 
to his excellency the President of the United States, to the 
honorable chairman of the committees on Territorial Affairs, and 
to our Delegate in Congress. 
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
